in my judgment the city c til pur, base the works 
for the reasons following: 
The constitutional provision is that no city 
shall be a1 owed to become ludebtvd, etc., to an 
am ount exceeding five i*er cent, of its a>sesied 
valuation. 
The ordinary meaning of the word “ indebted'’ 
is rn become obliged to pay. There must be au 
obligation cr agreement which eau be enforced 
against the debtor in case of a refusal to pay. 
The water works plan! is now bonded ta ail 
amount over 9170,000 secured by mo tgage on 
the plant, which bonds run varying lengths of 
time. The amount of equity of the company in 
the plant according to the price stated by the 
c rmpany would not, in addition to the existing 
inJtbteness of the city, exceed the five per 
cent. constitutional limit. 
The purchase of Hie 
plant, however, or of the equity ct the cc mpany, 
would of course, be subject to the exisimg bond 
and mortgage indebtedness, and then added to 
the amount of the equity claimed by the com­ 
pany aud the existing indebtedness cf tile city 
would exceed the constitutional limit, so th at 
the sole question is w hrtiler the bonds issued 
by the water company subject to w bleb the city 
would purchase,would be considered an indebt­ 
edness of tne city. 
The amount of these bonds could only be col • 
lected by the holders from the plant in case the 
city shou'd refuse to pay them. The bond hold­ 
ers could not compel the city to levy a tax for 
the payment of the Interest en the bones, nor 
recover in guy other way from the city. In all 
probability the interest or the bonds would not 
have to be paid out of any taxes raised because 
th e reciepts (lorn the works, if they were prop­ 
erly run, choule be sufficient to pay the interest 
and bonds as they fell due. 
If it should he deemed advisable, however,in 
case of buj ing the works, to pay the existing 
indebted! ess by tax, it could be done by pro­ 
viding for an annual tax in the future, and al­ 
lo wing the revenues to be applied elsewhere. It 
has been held by the supreme courts of many 
sta es I hat such a future yearly taxation is not 
an “indebtedness” within the meaning of the 
constitution. This

the same prm c'p e as 
would be illustrated by a contract fbr hydrant 
rental for a number of years. Say that the city 
had made the coutiact for hydrant icutal at 
$lo,coo a year for twenty yea:s. H ie contract 
liability of the city would be substantially $„o0,- 
00 *, but the courts hold it is not to be ct nsi - 
el ed h $200,000 indebtedness, nor an lndebted- 
n< ss iii fact, because the revenue is raised each 
year to pay what comes due in each year. There 
ar? a few cases holdiugthat a y urchase of works 
subject to a debt in tills m anntr makes inc deb: 
a p a rt of the existing indebtediicfs. 
Our own 
supreme court has never adopted I lint view aud 
1 do not think they would adopt it if the occa­ 
sion arose, as the other cases would seem to be 
the best considered and most logical. I have “o 
far col sidered this question ss it might be de­ 
term ined by the decisions of the coints Irre­ 
spective of the statute, but the legislature < f 
1895 tossed * statute regaidlng the purchase of 
w ater 
works 
plants 
by cities, which set­ 
tled this question abs< lutely. 
This is chapter 
182 of the law s of Wise onsin for 1805. This itat- 
ute provides th at alfet the question of the pur­ 
chase has been submitted to a vote of the i eo- 
ple, and a m ajority have voted in favor of the 
purchase, aud the common council has by ordt- 
nan *3 adopted by a majority of all the members 
elect resolved in f aver of such purchase, the 
city may purchase or lease the water works in 
the city, or purcha e or lease the interest of 
such corporation in such works or obtain con­ 
trol of such works by purchasing the stock of 
such C3rp iration and keeping up its organiza- 
lon. This act gives the right to the city to 
ob.ain the control of the works without refer­ 
ence to the indebtedness. aud shows th at the 
city need not assume or consider the indebted - 
ness of the company. Tins ordinance, in n y 
•pinion, gives the city, in any case, the absolute 
right of purchasing the interest of tile company 
in the wojks. aud by so doing the city would not 
exe *ed its constitutional limit of indehlednes**. 
There arc some cases which would seem to be 
in conflict with the foregoing o,anion, and no- 
t ibly the case of 
roil wood W ater Works com­ 
pany vs. Trebilcock, 58 N. W. Rep. 371, aud the 
case of Mayor vs. Gill, 31 Maryland STP, aud 
Litchfield vs. Ballou, 114 U. S. 190, the last two 
cases being cited with the Ironwood case. But 
none of these eases meet the conditions under 
which we propose to operate here. In noue of 
these cases was there a provision of law author­ 
izing a city to purchase stock in a w ater works 
corporation. We have upon t ur statute books a 
law perm itting cities to purchase all of the stock 
In a corporation and to have the works opei - 
ated for the benefit of tfie city. I know of to 
reason why a law pasted by the legislature au­ 
thorizing a citv to purchase certain property tor 
its benefit and the benefit of the public, and 
such law is not in conflict w»th any provision t f 
the constitution, cannot be aDd should not be 
u ilized for public purpose*. 
In my judgment, 
under the law heretofore cited.the city of Janes­ 
ville can purchase all of tile stock in the Janes­ 
ville 
W ater company, thereby becoming the 
owner of all the prooeriy of the company.whU h 
property, of course, would be subject to a ll# n 
for the am ouut of bonds outstanding. 
I think 
, he legal right of the city is clear. 
I desire to add, however, in this connection, 
th a t whi’e the experts have figured out the cost 
of these works at about 9180,too. aud that the 
Interest charges added bring up the co t to the 
city to about tb a sum of $224,000, for which sum 
I have no doubt the owners of the water works 
plant would be pleased to sell, yet it does not 
seem to me to be for the b ist interests of the 
city to pay such a price for these works.

Section 3, Article XI of the C onstitution of 
W Isconsiii, as or igiually adopted, Is as follows: 
“ B sha I be the duty of the legislature, and 
they arn hereby tmpowercd to provide for the 
organization of cities aud incorporated villages 
and to restrict their power of taxation, assess­ 
ments. borrow ing money, contracting debts aud 
loaning their credit, so as to prevent abuses in 
assessments and taxation, and in contracting 
debts by such municipal corporations.” 
This provision of the constitution was amend- 
e i by the legislature Iii 1172 and 1873, aud the 
amendment was ratified by the people at the 
general election of November 3, 1<74. 
The 
am endm ent added the fellow lug provisions to 
those of Stctiou 3, Article XI: 
No county, city, town, village, school district* 
or olh-r municipal certioration, shall be allowed 
to become inuebted iii any m anner or f. r any 
purpose, to any amount iucludinu existing in­ 
debtedness in the aggregate exceeding five per 
c.-mum. on the value of th e taxable property 
therein, to be ascertained by the lest assess­ 
ment for tile state and county taxes previous to 
tile incurring of sud) indebtedness. Any county, 
city, town, village, school district or other mu­ 
nicipal corporation, incurring any Indebtedness, 
as aforesaid, shall, before or at the time of do­ 
ing so, provide for the collection of a direct an­ 
nual tax sufficient to pay the interest on such 
debt, as it falls due and also to pay and dis­ 
charge the priuclpal thereof, 
within twenty 
years from the date of contracting tile same. 
The assessed valuation of property in 
the 
city of Janesville upon which the state and 
county taxes are based for 1896 is $45,327.50. 
Five lier cent, of this amount is $226,637.50 
w ich amount represents the 
limit 
beyond 
wh’ch the city cannot become indebted. 
The bonded debt of the city of Janesville Is 
now* $55,(ani. The bonded debt of the Jauesvi.le 
W ater company is now $174,000, w hleh debt is 
st cured by mortgage upon the plant and fran­ 
chise of the company. 
I understand that the 
sum of l(io,ooo represents approximately the 
amount the city would have to pay were it to 
purchase the equity cf redemption cf the w ater 
company in the plant. These three sums amount 
, to f2S9,0(0. and exceed in the aggregate the 
, x u cunt of debt the city eau legally incur, by 
$62,362.50. 
The question to be determined is whether up­ 
on a pur ch ate of the equity in the plant, the 
$174.too bonded debt of the w ater comyauy 
would become a debt of the city. If it should 
become a debt of the city the transaction would 
come within the prohibition of the constitution, 
and would be void. 
If, however, it should not 
become a debt of the city. the tqudy could be 
purchased, and bonds of the city issued fcr the 
£t>0,coo necessary to pay for the same. 
In construing the \ revisions of the constltu- 
(i«>.i r» strict lug the amount of cebt the city can 
incur, such construction must be given to it as 
to give it effective operation and to suppress the 
mischief at which It is aimed. The prohibition 
is that no city shall become indebted in any 
m anner or for any p u rin e , to au amount,includ­ 
ing e x ilin g indebtedness, in the aggregate ex­ 
ceeding five per centum on the value of the tax • 
able property therein to be ascertained by the 
last assessm ent for state and county taxes; aud 
the pui pose of such prohibition is to prevent 
abuses iu taxation and In con racting debts by 
municipal corporations. 
If the city could legally purchase the equity lo 
this plant without refeience to the bonded debt 
of 
Hie w ater com ary, it could equally well 
acquire in the same manlier a city had,a library 
building, a public hospital, engine houses,school 
house*, electric light plants, sewers, parks, pub­ 
lic drive-, and boulevards. 
All these could Ive

James Biack, assistant reporter for 
the 
Merchants’ Exchange at Meiggs’ 
wharf, has prevented one more 
bay 
tragedy. 
The Southern Pacific collier 
Mackinaw came in late in the after­ 
noon and, as usual, kept on her course 
to her coal bunkers across the bay, 
simply Slowing up to lower a boat con­ 
taining & couple of men who were to 
go ashore and purchase supplies, be­ 
sides carrying a report to the Southern 
Pacific offices.

FRED W HETSTONE AND W. 
WALLACE BUY LINES. 
L. 


Business of the Bower City Light and 
power Company 
Transferred 
to 
Theta Last Night—Will Not Fur­ 
nish Motive Power—Changes to 
Be Made at Once. 


The lighting business of the Bower 
City Light and Power Company was 
last night transferred to Fred Whet­ 
stone and W. L. Wallace, and the new 
firm nas taken hold. 
For some time past the busings of 
the company has been in the hands of 
Fecaivef O, W. Bears. 
Negotiation 
IIM been goiag on some time, and bot 
a^tew a*ys ago the court's order was 
extended to give time to close them. 
Who*stone A Wallace w ll make 
several changes, and *»y that they 
will be enabled to give much better 
service in consequence. 
The first 
change was made today when work 
was begun on a power house to be 
located near the one that burned, 
at Monterey. 
It is their intention to 
suppliment water power v ith steam, 
and they expect to have between 175 
to 200 horsepower available. 
Until 
the new arrangement can be put into 
effect, the present power station on 
North Main street will be used. When 
the uew station is available, however, 
the machinery in the North Main 
street station will cease to hum, and 
the Monterey station will do all the 
work. 
N ot Furnish M otive Pow er. 
The small engine at the uptown sta­ 
tion will be taken to the new station, 
while the large engine will be taken 
back by the builders—the Atlas En­ 
gine Co., of Indianapolis, Ind. 
Much 
of the other machi aery was made by 
the General Electric company, and 
will probably be sold by that concern, 
the new firm taking but little of it. 
Ti e new firm will run the plant only 
at night, and dark days. 
They will 
not furnish motive power, but will 
coniine their business to the furnishing 
of incandescent lights. 
The wiring about town will also be 
charred. 
The present large wire will 
be taken down and sold. 
The lineB 
w ll then be replaced with insulated 
No. 6 wire, and the work will bs done 
in a complete manner. 
Messrs. Whetstone A Wallace are 
both -well known electricians, and 
beth have been in the employ of the 
Bower City company. Mr. Wallace has 
been the superintendent of the com­ 
pany for several years, while Mr. 
Whetstone was engaged in the electric 
lighting business before he came from 
Beloit 
to Janesville. 
The many 
friends of both men will wish them 
unqualified success, and, as they are 
both practical and experienced men, 
th at they will “ make the thing go" is 
an assured fact.
